danger of getting too many in your collec 
tion, the demand for them is limited, mostly 
to weddings, and good colored hybrids with 
a quantity of whites with colored lips 
should form the body of your collection. 


I admit that representatives of all the 
good species should be in every collection 
but many more hybrids should be there if 
you want to get the best returns. But be 
sure the hybrids are good, orchid flowers 
are sold according to quality not pedigree 
hence our top trianaes, mossiaes and gigas 
are sold as top hybrids not species. Many 
hybrids are poorer than average species 
and are sold as such.

ORCHID GROWING HINTS 


Clean Hands — Believe it or not, you 
can now pot orchids all day and still have 
clean hands that night. Use Dreft or one 
of the other synthetic soap powders, a nail 
brush and hot water. A little scrubbing 
completes the job. 

Potting — Watch your plants for those 
that need repotting If a plant is shrivelled 
tho you water regularly once per week or 
more, investigate their roots. It is very 
possible that they may need repotting. 


Whenever your plant has lost it’s roots 
in the compost you need to repot. No 
amount of water or fertilizer will help if 
there are not roots to absorb it. 


When repotting remove all old compost 
and dead roots, work the new Osmundine 
in among the roots carefully with your fin- 
gers, then pot firmly. If the plant has too 
few roots to be kept firmly in place by 
them, stake. A plant that moves every time 
it’s watered or handled will never get es 
tablished as it’s tender root tips will be in- 
jured by each movement. 


Watch Humidity — these hot summer 
days, a good spraying over at 10 a.m. and 
2 p.m. is good on bright, hot days (or one 
at noon). Use just enough water to wet 
the leaves and benches. As your plants are 
all in growth give them one or two water- 
ings per week in addition to the spraying. 
Withhold water for a few days if any 
black growths develop. 


Feeding—Since our last issue we have 
received many letters on this controversial 
subject. Any good hydroponics formula is 
satisfactory particularly if used at about 
one-half the strength used for vegetables 
but be sure not to overfeed. Orchid feed- 
ing is still experimental, no one knows 
much about it yet. Here is a formula we've 
found satisfactory. 


Calcium nitrate Ca(NO3)2 -....2. grams 
Amonium sulfate (NH4)SO4 1. grams 
Monopotassium acid phosphate

This is Knudson’s solution with the sugar 
and agar left out and the fertilizer quan- 
tities doubled.

LOVELY PHALAENOPSIS 


Easily Grown, Very Floriferous. 
No Collection Should Be Without Them. 


Of all the spray orchids Phalaenopsis is perhaps the queen. They are easily 
grown in a warm or intermediate house tho they do not like temperatures at night 
below 60-65. 

The original Phalaenopsis species came from the Philippines, and the East Indies, 
but now most of the plants grown are hybrids. The best varieties are white and 
various shades of pink. The hybrids have larger flowers, better substance and are 
easier to grow than most of the species. 


The larger flowered types generally have only five or six to ten or twelve 
flowers per spike. Of thsese we have types of Phal. Doris, Katherine Seigwart, Ap- 
parition, Psyche, Confirmation and Reve Rose with flowers up to five inches in dia- 
meter on large plants. The smaller flowered types such as Schilleriana, Grand Conde, 
Rothschildiana, Jardin des Plantes have flowers two to three inches wide, usually 
in shades of pink, but they sometimes produce as many as eighty or more flowers 
on a spike and two or more spikes per plant. 


Phalaenopsis like plenty of water, frequent repotting (or better, the renewal of 
the potting material without disturbing their roots), more shade than cattleyas, and 
plenty of heat. Temperature of 70 degrees at night and 85 to 100 during the day in 
summer and 60-65 to 85-90 in winter are about right. 

Nothing will give you more pleasure nor more blooms than Phalaenopsis, they 
are easy to grow and there is a growing demand for the flowers. We are listing some 
large fine types as well as some small plants of fine parentage, and don’t forget that 
you can grow blooming size plants from seed in three years.

My Father and The Wildcat 


A True Story of the Orchid Jungle. 
by T. A. Fennell 


The Orchid Jungle is located about 8 or 10 
miles from the untouched parts of the Ever- 
glades—The Everglades, as you know, is one of 
the wildest and least known areas within the 
United States. It is full of thousands of wild 
birds, deer, some bear, wildcats, panthers, otter 
and other animals. From time to time some of 
these animals stray from the Everglades and 
are seen at the Jungle. 

Wildcats, apparently, roam more widely than 
do some of the other animals and seem. to have 
a sort of circuit which they follow staying in 
one area long enough to clean up the rabbits 
and birds they relish and then moving on to 


better hunting. 

One morning in the spring of 1930, I be- 
lieve, my father was potting orchids on a ‘table 
in a corner of one of his lath houses in the 
Orchid Jungle when he noticed, not over 25 
feet away, a young female wildcat sitting and 
watching him. She was gently purring and 
staring unblinkingly at him with no movement 
of any part of her body except the occasional 
twitching of an ear. 

She was large, as are most Florida wildcats, 
measuring 27 or 28 inches at the shoulder. 

Dad continued potting apparently paying no 
attention to her, but soon starting talking to 
her in a low voice. After a few minutes of this 
he put down his work and started walking slow- 
ly toward the animal. Before he had taken two 
steps she broke the spell by silently, almost 
fluidly, disappearing into the undergrowth. Dad 
told the rest of us about it at dinner that night 
and thought that that was the last he would 
see of his “friendly” wildcat but the next morn- 
ing she appeared again. The same business was 
gone thru except that this time she allowed him 
to approach one or two steps nearer before 
disappearing. 

She remained at the Jungle for about two 
weeks—visiting Dad daily and daily becoming a 
bit more approachable—at the end of the period 
she would let him approach within 8 to 10 feet 
before moving. 

Then she didn’t show up one morning—this 
time she was gone about two months and then 
one morning here she was back again—just as 
“tame” as ever. Again she stayed about two 
weeks, each day becoming a bit more friendly 
until she would sit on a bench only five or six 
feet away for an hour or so while Dad went 
about his work. He could move around, talk to 
her and do anything so long as his movements 
were not abrupt and she would sit purring on 
the bench. He could never get closer than six 
or seven feet, however, and she would never

take food from him directly but if he would 
leave fresh meat on the bench in the evening 
it would always be gone the next morning. 

Finally after four or five of her visits each 
of about two weeks duration and each spaced 
eight to ten weeks apart she decided she would 
follow him around the lath houses as he worked. 
She would walk along within 10 to 15 feet 
just likt a tame cat or dog but when anyone 
else was heard approaching she would immedi- 
ately disappear. 

As we of the family would hear the day’s 
adventure from Dad and none of us had ever 
seen this marvellous cat we became suspicious 
that possibly she didn’t really exist—but she did. 
I saw her sitting on the bench one day and 


had several other fleeting glimpses of her. 
Other members of the family also caught 
glimpses of her on several occasions. She even 


helped herself to two of mother’s chickens. 
This strange relationship went on for a period 
of several years and was enjoyed by both par- 
ticipants. Dad had a real feeling of under- 
standing for things natural and all animals and 
birds seemed to sense it. Finally, however, she 


failed to appear and we presumed that she had 
been killed.
